Genera , 1 Cabell believes it will be difficult to defend a 
pronoun cement that all records and information are protected 
information under the responsibility for protecting intelligence 
sources and methods from unauthorised disclosure unless more 
of a rationale is given* I told him that from our review of the 
cases we thought this regulation would stand up*> but on the 
other hand 1 have no objection to a rationale if we can develop 
a proper one* 

Accepting General Cabell 9 s thoughts 1 think it could best 
be incorporated in a revised section 2 ©£ the regulations 

88 The problem ©£ determining what information relates to 
the protection ©f intelligence sources and methods is of such 
complexity that no final determination can be made in regard to 
any single piece of information within the Agency or the other 
intelligence components except at the Director's level* Under 
his responsibility for protection of such information there have 
been established over -all policies and detailed procedures for 
the appropriate dissemination of information and for its protection 
in the Executive Branch of the Government* Every reouestfor

information outside cf * system designed to serve the Executive 
Branch becomes a special problem requiring ¥3**r specific deter- 
mination by or on behalf of the Director. Therefore, all files, 
documents, records, and information (whether or net reduced 
t© writing) in the offices of the Central Intelligence Agency, 
including the several field offices, or acquired by any person 
as a result ©f service with or on behalf of the Agency, are to be 
regarded in the first instance as protected information. " 

I also suggest we might put in paragraph 3, line 3, after 
the word "Agency, " a phrase somewhat as follows: f: . . . and then 
only through officially established channels and procedures. "
